And yet, that is what this congregation
has been called upon todo and has done,
The first Brooklyn tabernacle was dedi-
cated in 1574 and dostroyed by fire in
1578 The second Hrooklyn tabernnel
was dedicated in 1571 and destroyed 1y
fire in 1850, The thind Brooklyn tals -
nacle was dedicated in April, 15901, wol
in that we are worshiping to-day. Wiat
sounded absurd for Peter to propose,
when he sald on Mt Hermon, in the
language of my text," Let us baild theee
tabernacles,” we have not only done,
but, in the mystedous providence of
God, were compelled to do.

We bave been unjustly eriticised by
people who did not know the facts,
sometimes for putting so much money
in church bulldings, and sometimes for
not giving as much as we ought to this
or that denominational project, and no
explanation has yet been made. Be-
fore I get through with the delivery of
1his sermon and its publieation and dis-
tribution, 1 shall show that no church
on enrth has ever done more magnifi-
ecently, and thet no church ever con-
quered more trinls, and that no mem-
bership ever had in it more heroes and
hercines than this Brooklyn tabernacle,
and [ mean to have it known that any
fndividual or religious newspaper or sec-
ulnr pewspaper that hevenfter easts any
reflection on this church’s fidelity and
generosity is gullty of a wickedness for
for which God will hold him or it re-
sponsible. One year it was sent out
through u syndicate of newspapers that
this church was doing nothing in the
way of libérality, when we had that
year raised #04,000 in hard cash for re-
ligious uses.  There has been persistent
and hemispherie lying agninst this
church. We have raised during my
rna!umlv for church building and re-

igions purposes, 108,000, or practically

$1.000000. Not an [Irish famine,
or n Charleston esrthquake, or
an  Ohio freshet, or a Chicago

conflagration, but our church was
among the first to help. We have
given free seats in the mormning and
evening services to 240,000 strangers
year, and that in twenty years would
amount to 4,500,000 anditors. We have
receivid into our membership 8,857
members, and that is only a simall por-
tion of the number of those who have
here been comverted to God from aill
parts of this lund and from other lands,
Under the blessing of Godd. and throagh
the kindness of the printing press, my
BTIONS NoW go every week into every
neighborhood in Christendom. and are
regalarly translated into nearly all the
great languages of Europeand Asin
The syndicates having charge of this
sermonie publication informed me a few
days ago that my printed sermons every
weelk, in this and other lands, go into
the hands of 250,000,000 people. Dur
ing the last year, Tam authoritatively in-
formed, over 2,000 different periodicals
were added to the list of those which
make this publication., And yet there
arc ministers of the Gospel and reli-
gions newspapers that systematically
and industrionsly and continuously
charge this church with Idlencss and
